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Most of the public buildings in Timisoara are Soviet occupied. The Soviet 
consulate and the intelligence office are in the building of the former 
Banat Union, A Soviet command is in the building of the former recruiting 
command on Marasesti Strada. The garrison hospital is Soviet occupied, as 
is the hospital of the Compassionate Brothers, and their church has been 
taken over as a store house for materials, 


Most of the villas have been seized as quarters for Soviet officers, and 
the area is barred. Soviet troops are located in the barracks of the 5 
Jagers. 


it is believed that at least one Soviet armored division is in Timisoara, 
equipped with T-~34 tanks, motorized and antiaircraft artillery. All. the 
equipment. is new. 


The area west and southwest of Timisoara has become a camp area. All 
villages and woods in the vicinity, almost without exception, are occupied 
by Soviet and Rumanian troops, At least one Soviet infantry division and 
one Rumanian infantry division are in the area. 
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
